Help Students

ressman Paul Rogers today inuro- 
duced a bill aimed at giving finan- 
cial relief to parents cf college stu- 
dents and to those students wn. 
are putting themselves through 
college. 

The Rogers’ bill would allow dc- 
ductions up.to $800 for parents 
with cl in college and give 
the same benefits to students who 
are not classified as dependents. 

The Bill also provides a. step 
system so that full-time students 
receive the full benefits, whereas, 
those enrolled as part-time stu- 
dtents Would receive less, 

Rogers originally introduce: 
this legislation in 1963, and, at that 
time, made note of the rising 
cost of college and the increasing 
number of students who are flood- 
ing into the nation’s colleges.
